As the rights of the Descendants 
and Heirs of Jean Baptiste Boutte are based upon an original grant of land from the 
Sovereign owning Louisiana prior to the purchase by the United States, with conditions 
placed in the grant by the then Sovereign Owner which had not been recognized as 





completely complied with in 1803 by that Sovereign, the Island of Boutte Grant was not 
recognized by the United States as fully completed, but was recognized as lands for 
which the completion of condition could later be proved, and when proved, then the 
\ United States, as Sovereign, would divest itself of ownership to the original grantee,

y* This Cession Grant was made January 13, 1941. In the meantime from

NOW, WHEREAS the U. S. Government of America did carry out the agree- 
ment of the deliverance of Title to the-Heirs of Jean B. Boutte, the United States failed 
to protect the rights of the rightful heirs by allowing others, including persons and oil 
corporations, to usurp the rights of the owners for which the U. S. Government was 
pledged as Trustee and Custodian, and thereby allow the unjust, unlawful and Dishonest 
Exploitation of said land trusted in the care of the U. S. Government. The Government 
delivered the Title but failed to deliver the land - a Title for land which was unlawfully 
taken and occupied by Usurpers and Exploiters, was not in keeping with the Treaty and 
the Guarantee to France in 1803. 

As Attorney in Fact for the Heirs of Jean Baptiste Boutte, I now call upon 
the Government of the United States of America to Seize the land in question; to declare 
Martial Law on said Island; to force all Exploiters on said land to reimburse the rightful 
Owners in full for all amounts received from the sale of gas, oil, minerals, lumber and 
trapping rights, to serve vacate notice to all other persons illegally living or operating 
businesses on said land, and to deliver unto the Heirs a full accounting of all that is ri^ht= J ”') 
fully theirs including the Island itself. Inasmuch as the resources of said Island have for 
a number of years traveled in Interstate Commerce, this matter should be of great con- 
cern to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

In behalf of the Jean B. Boutte Heirs, I therefore call upon the U. S. 
Government to deliver full possession to them, as well as the profits illegally taken by 
others and to keep the Treaty, Pledge and Agreement which I have great reason to believe 
has been one of Historical Event and is still of great importance to the great country of 
France, who dealt with in Trust and Entrusted the Welfare of her citizens to the United 
States of America.

Law relative to issuance of patent was based upon former Congressional confirmation. 
Sec. 2447-22, December 1854 — 10,V.10, P. 599- The patent issued and signed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and R. S. Clinton, Chief of Patents Division of the United States 
Government, was lawful according to Sec. 2447. The land was not subject to ownership/*-©? 
taxes prior to issuance of title in the year 1941. The land was under supervision of the 1 
Federal Government until title was issued and therefore, it was not within the power of 
the State of Louisiana to issue title to said land. The land in question was not a part of 
the purchase of Louisiana from France and therefore, could not be under the jurisdiction 
of State of Louisiana Law until made disposition of by the Federal Government. 


Relative to Federal Government not taking action to interfere with any valid adverse 
right to said land or between adverse claimants was not meant and does not mean to include 
any other than those who claim said land by right of heritage. The fact remains that no 
other valid or legitimate claim could otherwise exist. The United States Government agreed 
to and had legal priority insofar as issuance of legal title to Land Grant was concerned.

We are opposed to internationalism and the world court of the United 
Nations which includes communist countries as well as the shake-down artists of Europe, 
Asia and Africa, We are trying to stop the disintegration of the United States of 
America. 

Our records prove that the negro race (African) has never, in any way, assumed 
equality of responsibility. The Holy Bible proves that social equality for negros 
would be in violation of the Law of God, The word of God was, (quote) — "Let not thy 
cattle meander with a diverse kind — do not mix the seed — each to his own". God creat- 
ed the white and negro races for a purpose. He segregated them physically, mentally, — 
morally and geographically. " IThat He has put asunder, let no man join together."

In termarry with white pe ople; and I will say in addition to this that there ig a 
pTiysical difference between the white and black races which I believe will forever 
Tor bxdHEhe two races living together' on terms of social an d political equ ality# And 
inasmuch as they cannot so live, while they do remain together there mustTBe the 
position of superior and inferior, and I as much as any other man am in favor of 
having the superior position assigned to the white race . Isay upon this occasion 
that I do not perceive that because the white nan is to have the superior position 
the negro should be denied everything# I do not understand that because I do not 
want a negro woman for a slave I must necessarily want her for a wife# My under- 
standing is that I can just let her alone. I am now in my fiftieth year, and I 
certainly never had a black woman for either a slave or a wife# So it seems to me 
quite possible for us to get along without making either slaves or wives of negroes# 

I will add to this that I have never seen, to my knowledge, a man, woman, or child 
who w as in favor of producing a perfect 'equality, social and politic al, between 
na g_oes~and white men . I recollect of but one distinguished instance that I ever 
KTard of so frequently as to be entirely satisfied of its correctness, and that is 
the case of Judge Douglas* old friend Colonel Richard LI. Johnson# I will also add 
to the remarks I have made (for I am not going to enter at large upon the subject), 
that I have never had the least apprehension that I or my friends would marry 
negroes if there was no law to keep them from it; but as Judge Douglas and his 
friends seem to be in great apprehension that they might, if there were no law to 
keep them from it, I give him the most solemn pledge that I will to the very last 
stand by the law of this State, which forbids the marrying^of white people with 
n ogupes , I will add one further word, which is this: That I do' not understand 

"Shat there is any place where an alteration of the social and political relations of 
the negro and the white man can be cadu excepl in the State Legislature - not in the 
Congress of the United States ; and as I do not really apprehend the approach of any" 1 
such thing myself, and as Judge Douglas seems to be in constant horror that some 
such danger is rapidly approaching, I propose, as the best means to prevent it, that 
the judge be kept at home and placed in the State Legislature to fight the measure#

Confidential informant T-2, of unknown reliability, 
made available on September 6, 1955 a leaflet entitled "call 
To Duty" of subject organization which is set forth as follows: 

"If you are a WHITE CHRISTIAN— A LOYAL SOUTHERNER AND 
A PATRIOTIC AMERICAN — Read this important message and act 
now before it is too late — 

"If you do not want your Children to be forced to 
attend school with negro children — 

"If you want to preserve segregation on the street 
cars and busses — if you want to help preserve segregation 
in the public lounges, rest rooms, pic^t^e shows, restau- 
rants, hotels, playgrounds and city 

"Will you, your family and your friends do your duty 
and help prevent the Communist infested National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People from destroying 
the South — our traditions and security, as well as causing 
the disintegration of our Nation? 

"The N.A.A.C.P., which is, and has been promoted and 
financed by Anti-Christian and Pro-Communist groups, spends 
millions of dollars — not to educate negroes, but to educate 
uninformed and misinformed white people to accept negroes 
as social equals.

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"The fact that the N.A.A.C.P. stands for the advance- 
ment of the black race only proves that it is not a loyal 
and patriotic group. It is a pity that the N.A.A.C.P. 
which is promoted by white Anti -Christians would not 
promote equality of responsibility for negroes. 

"An anti-crime and rape crusade for negroes, as well 
as a publicity truth campaign to acknowledge that from 
the beginning of time the white race has been the uncon- 
tested leader — the superior race in every field of en- 
deavor, including science, discovery, invention, medicine, 
art, culture, industry, law, etc., is what a real American 
organization would promote. 

"The Communists and other enemies of Southern white 
Christians use the words PREJUDICE, BROTHERLY LOVE and 
DISCRIMINATION as PROPAGANDA BAIT TO INDOCTRINATE AND 
RBGIMENTATE UNINFORMED and MISINFORMED WHITE PEOPLE. 

"The N.A.A.C.P. should be made to realize that 99^ 
of all the negroes in the United States are employed by 
the white people and are dependent upon the white race 
for a livelihood. 

"City and Federal politicians have conspired to sell 
your heritage — your way of life, as well as to defy the 
Law of God, who according to the Holy Scriptures in the 
Bible, said: "Let not thy cattle meander with a diverse 

kind --DO NOT MIX THE SEED— EACH TO HIS OWN." 

"insects, birds, fish, snakes and animals do not 
violate God's law of segregation — why should Intelligent 
people allow politicians to force them to do so? 

"The Knights of the White Christians are pledged to 
fight for States Rights, Freedom of the Mind and Segrega- 
tion. We are pledged to fight' agdlnst Dictatorship, 
Communism and Minority Rule. 

"President Abraham Lincoln was in reality the First 
Knight of the White Christians — Lincoln was for white 
supremacy and for preserving the purity of the white race. 
(See excerpt from Lincoln's speech in his debate with 
Douglas at Charleston, 111., Sept. 18, 1858. 
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"REMEMBER— Ancient history proves that racial inte- 
gration causes disintegration of a nation. The time is 
short— Help us help you by keeping the purity of the 
white race and preventing a tainted half breed mongrel 
citizenry.

T-3 subsequently advised SA WALL on -September -20, -- 

1955 that P. 0. Box 2370 is still listed in the name of ALVIN 
COBB. 


Major WILLIAM McNAMARA, Supervisor of Districts, 
New Orleans Police Department, advised SA WALL on September 
22, 1955 that he is acquainted with ALVIN A. COBB who he 
stated is a "negro hater" and a staunch advocate of white 
supremacy. Major McNAMARA advised that COBB ran for Mayor 
in the city elections In New Orleans in 1950* and received 
only a meager vote. He stated that COBB had informed the 
Assistant Superintendent of the New Orleans Police Depart- 
ment that he was reviving the Dixiecrat Movement under the 
name of the KNIGHTS OP THE WHITE CHRISTIANS. Major McNAMARA 
stated that he had no further information concerning the 
above organization. 

Major McNAMARA stated that in his opinion COBB 
is a "nut." 

EUGENE DAKIN, Assistant to the Chief of Detectives, 
New Orleans Police Department, advised that he has been 
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acquainted with ALVIN COBB over a period of years but he has 
not seen him in approximately three or four years. He stated 
that he does not possess any information concerning the 
KNIGHTS OP THE WHITE CHRISTIANS. DAKIN stated that COBB 
ran for Mayor of the City of New Orleans in the 1950 elections 
but received very few votes. He stated that in his opinion 
COBB is a "shady character" and is very eccentric. 

Captain JAMES CRIPPS* Louisiana State Fire Marshal’s 
Office* Room 111* Coufct House .Building* Royal and Conti 
Streets, advised that he has known ALVIN COBB over a period 
of years but has had no contact with him for the past year or 
two. He stated that COBB comes from a very good family and 
that he has one brother who is a successful lawyer. Captain 
CRIPPS stated that COBB is a very strong advocate of white 
supremacy and in his opinion is a "nut". Captain CRIPPS stated 
that sometime ago he understood that COBB was going to Baton 
Rouge to see the Secretary of State to secure a charter for 
some movement in which he was interested. Captain CRIPPS 
stated that he had never heard of the KNIGHTS OF THE WHITE 
CHRISTIANS and was unable to furnish any information con- 
cerning this organization. 

Confidential Informants T-4 and T-5* contacted on 
September 21* 1955* and Confidential Informant T - 6 * and T-7., 
contacted on September 23 * 1955 .> who are familiar with some 
phases of Communist party activity in the New Orleans area 
and who have furnished reliable information in the past* ad- 
vised that they possess no information concerning the KNIGHTS 
OF THE WHITE CHRISTIANS and do not know of any subversive 
activity on the part of ALVIN COBB. 

The files of the New Orleans Retailers Credit Bureau 
were checked by SA WALL on July 25 * 1955 and contained a report 
dated March 15* 1951 . This report reflected that COBB resided 
at 2520 Marengo Street and that his wife's name is CORA. His 
age at that time was listed as 51 . He was employed as a real 
estate agent having been so employed for one or two years. The 
report contained the following statement concerning him: 

"COBB is a native of New Orleans and for several 
years operated as a Notary Public. In 1934 engaged 
in business as the Louisiana Investments and Claims 
Service, business discontinued in 1939 and held vari- 
ous political jobs with the city and state for five 
years. He then worked for various real estate 
developers as a salesman and in this connection was 
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associated with the Superior Homes, Inc. and Stewart 
Gast and Brothers. In recent years he has acted as 
a real estate salesman, hut no estimate of his in- 
come is offered. In some quarters he is considered 
eccentric. He has been a candidate for a number of 
public offices including Mayor, but has never been 
successful in getting elected." The credit Bureau 
files reflect the following suits against COBB:

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ADMINISTRATIVE 

Copies of this report are not being disseminated 
to outside agencies inasmuch as investigation reflects that 
ALVIN A. COBB, who is the organizer, has been described by 
persons contacted as a "nut." 

This office addressed a letter to the Bureau under 
date of January 22, 1951, captioned "ALVIN A. COBBi INFORMA- 
TION CONCERNING,' 1 which contained information to the effect 
that this office has had considerable contact with Mr, COBB, 
who has been a self-styled private investigator for 25 years. 
ALVIN A. COBB was an independent candidate against Mayor 
deLESSEPS S. MORRISON in the 1950 mayoralty election, being 
a self-styled Dlxiecrat candidate, but the Dixieerats openly 
disavowed supporting him. He received approximately 4,000 
votes out of approximately 300,000 votes cast, and his limited 
campaign over radio and public address system consisted pri- 
marily of attacks on Mayor MORRISON and advocating a strong 
"white supremacy" vote. COBB is the subject of a closed case 
in this office entitled "ALVIN A. COBB; IMPERSONATION," New 
Orleans file 47-1223. This letter pointed out that COBB 
closely borders upon being a crank and that he is apparently 
a prolific letter writer and sender of telegrams. 

COBB was last in contact with this office on June 
26, 1953, when he furnished a non specific complaint concerning 
some building materials stolen from Camp Plauche. On this 
contact, he launched into a speech on the iniquity of governing 
officials of the State of Louisiana, the Congress of the 
United States, and the City of New Orleans.

T-l advised on April 20, 1956, that an individual 
whom he considers reliable, attended the meeting of the 
Knights of the White Christians held at the L. E. Rabouin 
High School Auditorium on February 29, 1956. This individual 
advised T-l that there were approximately 175 people in 
attendance, most of whom appear to fall into a "well-dressed" 
middle-class category. 

T-l stated that according to his source, ALVIN A. 

COBB served as Master of Ceremonies at the meeting and was 
the main speaker. During his speech, COBB criticized Archbishop 
JOSEPH FRANCIS RCMMEL of the Roman Catholic Church in New Orleans 
for his stand on the issue of racial segregation. CCBB also 
ofciticized Mayor deLESSEPS S. MORRISON for his association 
with Negroes at a New Orleans restaurant in 1946. COBB stated 
that the NAACP is a tool of Communism, and is made up of a 
ridiculous group of mongrels and low-down white trash whose 
objective is to misinform and educate the white people to 
accept the Negro as his brother.

The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

Sukarno was again embroiled in a dispute with Malaysia, an urgent mission 
for Bobby to Sukarno — in Tokyo on a state visit was devised. ""The mission 
was so urgent that Bobby barely had time to pack, and no time to hide the 
•secret files on Johnson and his former aide, Bobby Baker, and other Johnson 
friends . 

Bobby Kennedy accepted the. mission, in part because his friends were about 
to launch a campaign to make him the Democratic Vice Presidential candidate- 
this year and this mission, if successful, would add an aura of statesmanship 
to his candidacy. 

But during Bobby .'s absence, Johnson's men made a thorough examination of 
his files. As a result, Johnson was infuriated because of the material which 
the Attorney General had assembled on him and his friends--RFK was even more 
furious when he came back to find the cupboard bare.

On March 24, 1965, Mrs. Dorothy Cashio, Administrative 
Assistant, Incorporations Division, Secretary of State, State

At 8:30 a.m., 7/28/65, Jack N. Rogers, Committee 
Counselor for the Joint Legislative Committee on Un-American 
Activities, State of Louisiana, came to my office with Louisiana 
State Senator Jesse M. Knowles, Chairman of the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Un-American Activities, State of Louisiana. Rogers 
had previously called me and stated that he had some information, 
concerning Klan activities in Louisiana which he wanted to furnish 
to the Bureau. Bureau representatives who sat in on this interview, 
in addition to myself, were Section Chief Fred J. Baumgardner and 
Supervisor in Charge of our Klan Unit, Theodore P. Rosack. 

Mr. Rogers made available to me a report made by the 
Joint Legislative Committee on Un-American Activities of the State 
of Louisiana dated July 26, 1955, captioned "Activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan and Certain Other Groups in Louisiana." (This report 
is being reviewed and a separate memorandum will be submitted con- 
cerning its contents.) Mr. Rogers said he would briefly advise us 
of what is in this report. He then proceeded to say that his hear- 
ing had convinced him that the. Klan groups in Louisiana have not 
been the vehicle for violence as has been the case in some other 
states. He said Louisiana Klans require their members to take an 
oath of allegiance to the United States that they do not sanction 
violence and that they are more properly a political action group 
than anything else. He did add that the Klans are white supremist 
organizations. Mr, Knowles agreed with the statements made by 
Mr. Rogers. Both Mr. Rogers and Mr. Knowles made it quite clear 
that Klan groups in the State of Louisiana are definitely not 
subversive in character and should be characterized as white, 
supremist political organizations rather than described as 
terrorist groups which take the law into their own hands 

During the course of the conversation com/erning 
Klans Mr. Rogers mentioned art, Alvin A. Cobb gho^^j^e^c; of the

he interviewed Cobb about six weeks ago and Cobb told him he 
was organizing ’'suicide squads.” These 'feuicide squads" were 
to have for their purpose the elimination of communist leaders 
in the United States. Mr. Rogers asked Cobb who he considered 
to be communist leaders. Mr. Cobb replied, President Johnson, * 
Vice President Humphrey, Attorney General Katzenbach and 
members of the Supreme Court. Mr. Rogers asaid that he 
evaluates Cobb as a slightly mentally unbalanced person who 
could be extremely dangerous. We have advised Secret Service 
of Cobb’s reported statements concerning the "suicide squads" 
and the persons he delineates as communist leaders in the 
United States. We have also advised Vice President Humphrey's 
joffice, the Attorney General's office and Chief Justice 
[Warren's office. 

In order to pin this information down and to let 
Cobb know ’.that his reported activities in this regard were 
known to the FBI, he was interviewed by an Agent of our 
New Orleans Office on 7/28/65. During the course of the 
interview, Cobb advised that the Robert E. Lee Patriots 
organization is still active and has for its purpose the 
prevention of further take overs by the "niggers and communists." 
Cobb said he did not have any "suicide squads" in his 
organization. He added that he does not advocate violence. 

He said he has never advocated the killing of the President,... 
or the Vice President, or the Attorney General, and that he 
does not advocate violence in any form. Cobb ended the 
interview by stating Mr. Hoover is the only hope of the 
American people and that he, Cobb, *would never do anything 
illegal which would displease the Director of the FBI. 

OBSERVATIONS : 

Rogers is a very slippery individual to interview. He 
makes positive flat statements but, when efforts are made to pin 
him down as to his sources and their reliability, he then admits 
he cannot prove his statements. He has furnished us information 
in the past which, when we checked it out, had no basis in fact. 
He also has consistently refused to make available to us his 
sources which would have been of considerable assistance to us 
in trying to check out some of the information Rogers has 
furnished. It is felt that any information which this man 
furnishes must be taken with a grain of salt.

The New Or le ansDivis'xoh"has f oTTowed" the acti- 
vities of ALVIN02OBB and his various organizations through 
use of racial informants, as well as through interviews 
with persons who have been previously associated with COBB 
in his various organizations. The sum and substance of the 
information obtained by the New Orleans Division is that 
COBB is a segregationist as well as a braggart who very 
rarely depends on facts when making statements. COBB has 
been known to the New Orleans Office for many years as a 
segregationist and a cronic complainant. He has reported 
to the FBI in New Orleans various items of interest from 
the criminal conspiracy in the New Orleans to the fact that 
Communists are scattered throughout the City of New Orleans 
planning to overthrow the Government. 

ALVIN COBB was originally involved in an organi- 
zation known as the Knights of the White Christians as far 
back as June, 1955. At this time COBB had had an organization 
known as the Knights of the White Christians. A letter was 
furnished to the Bureau on 8/16/55 setting forth background 
information concerning ALVIN COBB and the organization known 
as the Knights of the White Christians. In addition to this, 
subsequent reports have been submitted to the Bureau under 
the caption "KNIGHTS OF THE WHITE CHRISTIANS", Bufile 62-102337 
Both of these letters and reports were submitted to the Bureau 
as background concerning ALVIN COBB and his various organi- 
zations.

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Additional reports were submitted concerning the 
Knights of the YVhite Christians up to and including 5/25/60, 
at which time the organization became inactive. In the early 
portion of 1964, a racial informant of the New Orleans Divi- 
sion advised that ALVIN COBB, while he was head of the 
United Klan in New Orleans, used the name Knights of the White 
Christians, as well as the Knights of the White Camellia, to 
rent a post office box. 

Subsequent investigation by the New Orleans Division 
has determined that COBB has used both the names Knights of 
the YYhite Christians and Knights of the YYhite Camellia on 
separate days during the same week. Information relating to 
the Knights of the White Christians and the Knights of the 
White Camellia, both names used by COBB, has been furnished 
to the Bureau as information has been received. 




During recent days, COBB has taken to using the 
name Rbbert E. Lee Patriots. A letterhead memorandum concern 
ing the Robert E. Lee Patriots was furnished to the Bureau 
nn 4/9.9/B5 in Bufile 62-102337.

I would like to ask you to do me and my family a 
favor. To start at the beginning. In 1936 I wa k working at Union 
Carbide in South Charleston, W. Va. in the Construction Dept. The 
Construction Superintendent was a man nam$p George Deitrich. This 
man had formed an organization called The Knights of the White Camelia. 
Most of the men I worked with belonged to the organization. They 
asked me to join telling me I would keep my job. Our work depended 
on new additions as you well know indicates how long you work. I 
attended two (2) of the meetings. The first meeting I was sworn in. 

The second meeting I could see there was political overtones so I 
never went again. In 1942 I read in the paper about George Deitrich 
being questioned about Knights of the Wh ite Camelia. Due to this I 
must be under a cloud with The FBI. I filed an application for The 
National Lead Co. In Cinn. Ohio. In a few weeks I received a letter 
stating my application had been lost* They asked me to return and 
file another application. I noticed on the back of the application 
questions such as was I ever a communist also Knights of the White 
Camelia was listed as a subversive organization since I hadn’t noticed 
this on the first application I called the girls in the employment office 
and explained this to her she asked if I had ever resigned and of course 
I said no. She advised me to write an explanation and file it with the 
application which I did. After I filed the application my neighbors told 
me The FBI had been asking questions about me. I never heard from 
National Lead Co. again. I wrote to The National Lead Co. but they 
never answered my letter. Now my problem is this. I want to clear 
myself with The FBI for I have a chance for a Civil Service Job and I 
must have this clearance. I enlisted in the Navy in 1943 and fought 
for my country until the war was over. I consider myself a loyal 
American Citizen and would never do anything to harm our Nation. 

I realize now I should have cleared this situation years ago so I want 
to start now to clear it up. You would have the eternal gratitude of 
my family and I if you could advise me where I stand and how I can 
clear this whole thing from my record.
